PRESIDENT STICKNEY, of the Chicago Great West- 
ern Railway Co., gave an address before the American 
Bankers’ Association, in session at Milwaukee, in which 
he advocated the abolition of the sub-treasuries and the 
establishment of a strong central bank for holding the 
government moneys and the banks gold reserves. 








Tue American hog has a European rival. Den- 
mark has come into the field as a producer and exporter 
of hogs and hog products, with a growth at least inter- 
esting if not suggestive to American producers of a 
commodity whose export value grew from $84,908,698 
in 1891 to $119,961,503 in 1901. These figures show 
the total value of hog products exported from the 
United States in 1891 and 1901 respectively, the details 
for 1901 being: lard, $46,560,148 ; bacon, $37,499,026 ; 
hams, $22,842,778; salted and pickled pork, $9,926- 
633 ; fresh pork, $2,424,537, and canned pork, $708,381. 
The fact that hog products form the largest single item 
in the exportations of the United States, having ex- 
ceeded last year by $2,000,000, those of manufactures 
of iron and steel, whose exports have attracted so much 
attention, lends interest to some facts which have just 
reached the Treasury Bureau of Statistics regarding the 
remarkable development of the hog-packing industry of 
Denmark. This information is published in the “Dan- 
ish Export Review,” and shows that the number of 
head of swine in Denmark has increased from 301,000 
in 1861 to 771,000 in 1881, and 1,163,000 in 1898. 








THE movement of wheat last week, as reflected in 
the export returns, is interesting as showing a more 
generous demand from our foreign customers. The 
shipments for the week ended October 18 are conspic- 
uous because they show a gain of over 800,000 bushels 
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over those of the preceding week, and more than 1,- 
700,000 over those during the corresponding week last 
year. The current month bids fair to pass into com- 
mercial history with a good record of wheat and flour 
exports, but one considerably under the record-breaking 


month of August. The stimulation of the movement 
in flour was largely due to the advance in ocean freight 
rates, which went into effect October 21. To take ad- 
vantage of the current rate—before the advance should 
take place—millers forced their capacity to the utmost, 
some of them grinding on Sundays to cover contracts 
outstanding. The Minneapolis millers are credited with 
shipping in one day over 100,000 barrels of flour, which 
represented one day’s regular run augmented by the 
flour ground on Sunday and Sunday night. This is 
said to be the largest shipment of flour ever made in one 
day. The tenor of advices from Europe concerning 
wheat, especially from London, are still very bearish, 
butforeign crop experts are always inclined to that side 
of the market, naturally. The crop damage in Argen- 
tina, wet weather in the northwest preventing the grad- 
ing and hence the cancellation of over one and one-half 
million bushels contracts, at Duluth, and the increase 
in exports have had more weight in this country, re- 
sulting in higher prices. 





THE interest felt by the great manufacturing and 
exporting countries of the world in the growth of ex- 
ports from the United States, and their invasion of new 
fields, is illustrated by a recent official report of the 
British Commercial Agent at Chicago, in which he dis- 
cusses the export trade of the United States for the last 
A copy of this report has just reached the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics. “The trade returns,” 
says Mr. E. Seymour Bell, the author of the report, 
“show evidence of a considerable increase in exports to 
Mexico, Central and South America, and the West 
Indies. There are many indications that an attempt is 
about to be made to capture the trade of South America. 
Shipping facilities are being improved, though slowly, 
and every effort is being made to draw more closely the 
commercial relations of the two American continents. 
Particular attention is being paid to the needs of buy- 
ers and the conditions of trade are being closely studied. 
Everything that can give satisfaction to buyers is being 
done. Close attention is given to packing of goods, and 
price lists are circulated in Spanish with, in many cases, 
prices quoted in the current coin of the country per 100 
kilos. The advantage of this to the customers cannot 
be overestimated.” The report then quotes extracts 
from leading newspapers of Chicago and New York, in 
which the statistics of the export trade for the last fiscal 
year are presented, and especially those showing the 
growth of exports to South America and those showing 
the establishment of new steamship lines to operate along 
the Pacific coast of North and South America, and adds: 
“The states on the Pacific coast have chiefly benefited 
by the increase of trade with South America. * The new 
steamships trading bewteen Pacific ports of South Amer- 
ica and Pacific ports of the United States, due, per- 
haps, to the new interests acquired in the Pacific ocean, 
greatly facilitate the trade between the several countries. 
The development of railways in Venezuela, Colombia 


fiscal year. 
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and Argentina, often with American capital, has also 
greatly aided the expansion. In all probability this 
increase will continue, especially if the plans of certain 
American investors are carried out. The whole of South 
America only takes about 3 per cent of the total exports 
of the United States, but they are increasing. The in- 
crease in trade with Chile is considered particularly 
gratifying, as it was unexpected.” 








THE United States continues at the head of the 
list of the world’s exporting nations. The comparative 
figures prepared each month by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics, exhibiting the imports and exports of each 
of the principal countries of the world and the average 
per month during a given period, show that the do- 
mestic exports from the United States are greater than 
those from any other country, and that the monthly 
average during the year 1901 has been higher than 
that of any other country. For the nine months ending 
with September, our exports of domestic products were 
$1,024,605,181, against $1,018,845,768 from the United 
Kingdom, the next largest exporter of domestic prod- 
ucts, in the same period. While a comparison during 
the same period with Germany, France, Russia, Nether- 
lands and India, which follow in the order named in the 
magnitude of their exports, is impracticable, because 
their fiscal years are not conterminous with that of the 
United States, the totals of their exports during the 
latest available years show, not only that the United 
States is clearly in the lead as an exporter, but that 
the growth in her exports has been more rapid than 
that of any other great exporting nation. In the cal- 
endar year 1900, for which the statistics of most ex- 
porting countries are now available, the figures for the 
United States were $1,453,013,659 of exports of do- 
mestic products, against $497,263,737 in 1875, an in- 
crease of nearly 200 per cent during that period; while 
those of Germany were, in 1900, $1,050,611,000, and in 
1875, $607,096,000, an increase of 73 per cent; and 
those of the United Kingdom, in 1900, $1,418,348,000, 
and in 1875, $1,087,497,000, an increase of about 40 
per cent. 








RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 





AN interesting decision has been made in the case 
of the Acme Cycle Company vs. Clark, by the Supreme 
Court of Indiana. In this case a cross-complaint al- 
leged that the defendant’s factory was able to turn out 
five complete bicycles a day when using a hub machine 
that would make ten hubs a day, and was hindered by 
plaintiff's failure to deliver a machine bought of plaint- 
iff which would manufacture 125 bicycle hubs a day, 
and that there was a great demand for finished bicycles. 
The court held that this allegation would not support 
the allegation by way of inference, that if plaintiff had 
delivered such machine defendant could then have man- 
ufactured and sold twenty complete bicycles a day at a 
profit of $5 on each bicycle. The court further held that 
the loss of profits on bicycles which the purchaser of the 
machine might possibly have manufactured and sold 
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could not be fairly and reasonably considered as dam- 
ages naturally arising from the breach of a contract to 
deliver a machine for making bicycle hubs at the time 
fixed by the contract, and that future contingent, specu- 
lative and imaginary profits arising from the possible 
sale of completed bicycles were not recoverable in an 
action for failure to deliver machinery for making a 
small part of such bicycles. 

This would seem to be sound law, but I fear it will 
prove poor reading for frantic dealers who have been 
vainly wiring wholesalers and manufactures for goods 
ordered some months back and still undelivered. 

* * * 

The proposal to make a tunnel from Great Britain 
to Ireland was discussed at the engineering congress 
in Glasgow recently. The line proposed in the plans 
begins at Stranraer railway station, and passing north 
enters the tunnel at five miles, and descending 1 in 
75 passes under the shore line at the Ebbstone Beacon 
at nine miles. It passes round a curve of a mile radius 
at the head of Beaufort Dyke at sixteen miles and 
reaches the shore line at the island of Magee, County 
Antrim, at thirty-four miles. Rising 1 in 75 and pass- 
ing out of the tunnel at thirty-nine and one-half miles, 
it joins the Belfast & Northern Counties railway at 
forty-one miles and runs ten and one-half miles along 
it into the terminus at Belfast. The total length from 
Stranraer to Belfast is fifty-one and one-half miles, of 
which thirty-four and one-half is tunnel and twenty- 
five of this under the sea. 

The working of the line from Stranraer to Belfast 
will probably be by electric motors from installations 
near the main shafts, one at each side of the channel, 
and it is intended that trains be run at a speed of sixty 
to seventy miles per hour, so that the time in the tun- 
nel would be a little over half an hour, and the whole 
distance traversed from Stranraer to Belfast under an 
hour. 

The cost of the tunnel is estimated by the engin- 
eers and by a contractor at £10,000,000, exclusive of 
interest during construction, and this leaves a consid- 
erable margin for contingencies. The finance of the 
project is the present difficulty. Sir Douglas Fox said 
he would face this tunnel with more composure than 
either the Mersey or the Severn tunnel. As to the 
cost, he believed it would be at least as low as that 
for the Simplon tunnel, which was about £60 per lineal 
yard for a single tunnel, or £120 per yard for a dou- 
ble tunnel. 

* * * 

Ir is said steps are being taken to reopen the 
Johannesburg mines. From 1887, when returns of the 
gold-mining industry at this place were first published, 
up to the end of August, 1901, the Rand’s contribu- 
tion to the world’s production of gold was 22,811,125 
ounces. If we assume that the ounce of gold is worth 
on an average $17.50, we find that an amount of the 
yellow metal worth nearly $400,000,000 has been put 
in circulation by the Johannesburg mines. It should 
be noted that, owing to improvements in the processes 
of extraction and reduction, the Rand ores can be 
treated profitably when they yield only 13 pennyweights 
of gold to the ton.

AN UNUSUALLY IMPORTANT DECISION. 


-_-eoe 


A very important decision was handed down by 
Judge Hazel, in the United States District Court for the 
Western District of New York, Oct. 22. This decision 
is for the defendants in the suit of the Electric Smelting 
& Aluminum Co., Cleveland, against the Pittsburg Re- 
duction Co., of Niagara Falls, N. Y., for infringement 
of a patent for cheaply separating aluminum. by an 
electrical process. 

Judge Hazel held that the defendant did not in- 
fringe the patents of the plaintiff. This, in effect, 
means that the Pittsburg Reduction Co. will be allowed 
to continue the manufacture of aluminum, using the 
process recently in dispute. As the company can mar- 
ket the article, by virtue of its improved processes, much 
cheaper than any other company, it has a monopoly 
upon the production of aluminum. 

Too much importance cannot be attached to the de- 
cision, manufacturers say. In 1886, owing to the lack 
of adequate facilities for separating aluminum from 
clay, it cost from $5 to $8 a pound to put it in mar- 
ketable shape. In 1897, Hall, an inventor whose patent 
rights the Pittsburg Reduction Co. now holds, invented 
a process for separating aluminum by electrolysis. An 
electric current was passed through the mass of ore and 


the aluminum deposited at the bottom. This. brought 


the cost of production down to 25 cents or 30 cents a 
pound.

A GREAT SAW AND FILE FACTORY. 


The accompanying cut gives a view of the mag- 
nificent saw and file factory of Henry Disston & Sons, 
Philadelphia. The growth of this firm from compar- 
atively small beginnings in 1840 to its present colossal 
proportions is an epitome of American industrial prod- 
uct. The crude, irregularly toothed saw that was the 
prevailing type at the time this plant was started, could 
not find a market in the country today. Instead of be- 
ing content with making saws as good as those in vogue, 
this firm from the start has constantly studied possible 
improvements in saws, and have striven, year by year, 
to make a better article than they made the preceding 
year. The American lumberman and mechanic, whose 
demand for the best is insistent and imperious, has ap- 
preciated their efforts, and the demand for their saws 
has grown constantly. So, for that matter, has their 
plant, which now oceupies 40 acres, with 58 buildings 
with 13 acres of floor space. 

This firm made a great onward stride in 1855, 
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tests of the files themselves, warrants their claim of 
knowing what a good file is and how to make them. 
Some idea of the magnitude of their plant may be se- 
cured by a glance at the accompanying cut. The su- 
perior shipping facilities can be seen from a glance at 
the extensive system of Pennsylvania R. R. sidings 
which run into all sections of the plant. The Dela- 
ware river gives them an immediately adjacent and in- 
exhaustible water supply. 

No reference to this plant would be complete with- 
out a more extended account of the specially prepared 
steel this firm use in the manufacture of their saws, 
files and other specialties. The preparation of the ingot 
of steel from which the plates are manufactured is as 
follows: After attaining the requisite heat it is placed 
under a ponderous steel hammer and subjected to severe 
manipulation, which refines, densifies and toughens the 
grain of the steel. It is then reheated and placed under 
powerful rollers and flattened out to the necessary 
shapes. It is said the peculiar process used by this 
firm in casting their steel ingots and their process of 
compression does away with all splitting, spalling and

when they grasped the advantages of making steel un- 
der their own supervision, and especially adapted for the 
manufacture of saws. At that time they secured the 
services of experienced steel makers and commenced 
casting steel ingots under a special process, which gave 
them a hard, tough, elastic, crucible steel of the high- 
est quality. They have increased their output 40 per 
cent in the past two years. Their force of 2,600 em- 
ployes are kept busy turning out a great variety of saws 
of all sizes, from a small scroll saw blade to the largest 
circular saw or double-edge band saw. Every step, from 
the making of the steel to the finishing touches, is at- 
tended to at their own works. It is but natural that 
this firm should be large makers of files as well as saws. 
In the manufacture of saws on the scale they do, thous- 
ands of dozens of files are used annually. They started 
to make files up to the highest standard required for 
daily use in their saw making, and naturally came, 
in course of time, to furnish files to meet the demand of 
the trade for a high grade article in this line. Their 
file shop is fully equipped with all the latest improved 
machinery, and employs none but the most expert work- 
men. This, coupled with the facts that they use their 
own make of strictly crucible steel and the actual daily 





crumbling of the teeth, and also makes a hard, tough, 
elastic steel of the highest quality, which, with im- 
proved and patented processes of manufacturing and 
tempering enables them to produce saws that excel in 
toughness, standing-up quality and uniformity of 
temper. This mill embodies the latest improvements in 
saw manufacture, including every possible invention that 
will tend to make the work healthful to the operatives. 
Their machinery also offers a wonderful saving in time 
over the old hand processes. For example, where it 
formerly took two men a day to grind a 60-inch circular 
saw, one man, with the aid of saw grinding machinery, 
can now grind six saws of the same kind and size. 

Another noteworthy improvement is in the temper- 
ing of the saw. During all the earlier operations the saw 
is soft, and can be easily bent, possessing no elasticity. 
In hardening, the saw is heated until it is cherry red, 
and is then immersed in a bath of hardening compounds. 
The saw has now become very brittle, and can be as 
easily broken as a piece of glass. The spring or temper 
is now imparted to the metal by placing it between two 
heavy dies heated to the proper degree and set togther 
by hydraulic pressure. While thus placed the saws are 
flattened.

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A QUESTION FOR BOSS TINNERS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I hereby call on boss tinners and mechanical tin- 
ners who know their business as to figuring mechanical 
work—no boys’ or umbrella menders’ judgment wanted. 

I recently made a globe or ball 13% inches in di- 
ameter and 15% inches in height out of IX old style 
tin. Tin cost me $14.50 a box. This globe I made out 
of 22 strips or sections, all sections properly raised 
and put together, flat edge lapped almost 3-16 inch, 
with full circle disk in middle of globe. After I finished 
globe I raised two XX 5-inch circles, securing one on 
top and one at bottom of globe to insure strength at 
parts where top part of finial, which was 3 feet high, 
and bottom part of finial, which was 2 feet high, were 
connected to globe. I then soldered globe to lower finial 
and then strongly braced it with a flaring boss, as also 
the same with the top part of finial. The finial parts 
were all made of galvanized iron, which I properly 
tinned to make a good job. I used 2 sheets of 20”x28” 
IX old style tin, and about one pound of solder. I made 
this globe in as good a manner as any one would want 
it, and made it upon an order of the City Council. I 
charged for my job $5.75. When the City Council had 
a meeting and passed over my globe bill, a certain 
young city councilman, who is also a tinner, but really 
learned the umbrella repairing profession more than the 
tinners’ trade, got up and said the price was much too 
high, and in general made quite a kick against allow- 
ing the bill, so it was finally laid over for next meeting. 
Now I ask for your judgment if I was too high or too 
low in price. Also, please give me your honest figure 
in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, had you made this globe 
as I above stated. I did not give you the time it took 
me to complete the job, which is really not necessary, 
as I think most all who are mechanics at the trade have 
more or less handled or done such or similar work, and 
are competent enough as master to estimate such work, 
time, ete.

ENAMELING METALS. 


A Pittsburg exchange claims that a party in that 
city has invented an improved enameling method. It 
is claimed that where this new process is used the con- 
traction and expansion of the metal under changes of 
temperature will not crack or injure the enamel. This 
exchange describes this new enamel as follows: 

In the practice of the invention the metal sur- 
faces are prepared for enameling by the usual method 
of pickling, neutralizing and cleansing. Special care 
is taken in the preparation of the sheets to elminate all 
traces of acid and to produce a smooth, bright surface, 
so that the ground or foundation coating may enter 
closely into the pores of the metal and adhere. A 
ground or foundation coating is applied in the usual 
manner—i. e., by slushing or dipping—the surplus 
enamel or material being shaken off, so as to leave only a 
very light, thin, and almost transparent coat on the 
metal surface. This ground or foundation is formed by 
mixing the following ingredients in about the propor- 
tions stated: quartz, three hundred and fifty pounds; 
borax, five hundred pounds; feldspar, three hundred 
pounds; soda-ash, seventy-five pounds; cryolite, fifty 
pounds; fluorspar, forty pounds. To these is added 
a coloring material to produce the desired shade or color 
for the foundation or ground coat. 

After the foundation or ground coat has been dried 
and burned in the usual manner, a second or finish coat 
is applied in the sammer manner as the ground coat. 
This second or finish coat consists of the ingredients 
before stated and in about the same proportions, except 
that the fusing-point of the mixture is lowered by the 
addition of suitable flux—such as borax, feldspar,

soda-ash, etc-—and a coloring matter or material is 
added, so that the mixture will have the same color or 
contrast in color from the foundation-coat or ground. 
In preparing and applying this second coat care should 
be taken that it is sufficiently thin to run quickly over 
the surface and form only a thin coat thereon. While 
this finish coat is still fluid, a second coat is applied 
by means of a brush or other appliances, so that it will 
be thrown or projected in drops or like spray with suffi- 
cient force to cause it to sink into and through the first 
coating until it comes in contact with the underlying 
foundation or ground coat. Then, by shaking, these two 
coats blend or run together, forming what is practically 
a single coat on the ground or foundation coat. The 
second coating is of the same character as the finish- 
coat, except that it is a contrasting color. In prepar- 
ing these second coats care should be taken that the 
two mixtures shall have practically the same fluidity 
and specific gravity, so that when the second coat is 
applied and sinks into and through the first coat it will 
not tend to push up or raise the first coat by displacing 
the latter, but will simply intermingle or flow into the 
latter, and the two coats will spread as a single coat 
evenly and smoothly over the metal surface. After the 
two coats have been blended or intermingled as stated, 
they are dried and burned in the usual manner, pro- 
ducing a smooth glossy surface entirely free from any 
ridges or irregularities. 

As both coats are very fluid, and therefore spread 
thinly over the metal surfaces, there is no liability of 
a coagulation of the coatings during the drying and 
burning, and, further, as the enamel surface is very 
thin it will accommodate itself to the expansion and 
contraction of the metal under changes ef temperature 
without cracking or injury to the enamel.—Ex. 
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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

As for some weeks past, the iron and steel trade re- 
turns the best reports, and these good reports are being 
prolonged to an extent which has rarely been witnessed. 
The largest steel rail order of the year was placed this 
week, in all 160,000 tons being taken at the ruling rate 
of $28 per ton by the Pennsylvania railroad company, 
and some other large orders from other companies are 
now under negotiation. In all 1,500,000 tons for 1902 
delivery have been booked. Special activity in other 
lines is noted, in structural material at Pittsburg, addi- 
tional orders for implement manufacturers and contin- 
ued activity in tin plates and steel sheets, mills produc- 
ing the latter being months behind on orders. Heavy 
sales of pig iron are noted at Chicago this week, mostly 
of foundry grades for delivery as far ahead as the close 
of 1902. Railroad companies are buying cars freely. 
The market for wire products is lagging and nails are 
lower, although the leading interests, it is claimed, will 
not meet the cut. Special activity is noted in hardware 
at all markets.

Jobbers are quoting $2.40 on carload lots of wire 
nails with an increase of 5c for small orders.

Small lots of cut nails at $2.35 are in good de- 
mand. 





BARB WIRE. 
Painted barb wire is $2.75 in carload and $2.85 in 
smaller lots, and galvanized is $3.05 in carload and 
$3.15 smaller lots. 





POULTRY NETTING. 
Galvanized poultry netting is higher. Latest quo- 
tations are 80 and 20 per cent off. 





SET AND CAP SCREWS. 
Manufacturers of set and cap screws have reduced 
prices 10 per cent. 





WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in oil in lots of 500 lbs. and over is 614c 
per lb., and in lots of less than 500 lbs. it is 7c per lb. 





SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 
Southerns are 3814c to 39c and machine made bar- 
rels 39c to 3914c per galon. 





BARS. 
There seems to be a feeling of uncertainty among 
large consumers of bar iron as to whether manufac- 
turers will hold the present prices; sales, consequently, 


though numerous have been small in tonnage. No dis- 
position, however, can be found among them to cut 
prices, and as all of them have sufficient business on 
their books to keep their plants running several months 
it is not expected that the present prices will be lowered. 
We quote steel bars for immediate shipment, 1.75c to 
1.80c, Chicago, and iron, 1.70c, Chicago. Out of store, 
steel and iron, 2c; on contracts for large lots and ex- 
tended deliveries, steel, 1.65c, and iron, 1.70c. 





SHEETS. 

Sales agents of eastern mills report that a large 
tonnage has been booked in this market, though it is 
impossible to deliver new business for two or three 
months. With warehouses of consumers and jobbers 
being replenished by shipments from the mills, prices 
are gradually reaching their former level. We continue 
to quote No. 27 black, 4.10c to 4.25c, and galvanized, 
65 per cent from store. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

It is reported that the Pennsylvania railroad ex- 
pects to place 175,000 tons of rails; this added to the 
large tonnage already contracted for, will fill most of 
the mills for nearly three-quarters of their next year’s 
capacity. There are still a number of large deals 
pending, and further inquiries are reported. Light 
rails, of all sizes, are in great demand, also track sup- 
plies, and delivery on new business cannot be made by 
any of the local mills before November or December. 
Our quotations follow: Standard rails, $28; light sec- 
tions, $31 to $33, according to size; out of store, $40 
to $44; splice bars, 1.60c to 1.70c; spikes, 1.90¢ to 2c; 
out of store, 2c; track bolts, hexagon nuts, 2.80c to 
2.90c; out of store, 2.90c to 3c; square nuts, 2.65c to
